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increasingly exposed to the rumors that were floating 
around about athletes at the Rae Cen aCaene | level and I 
guess increasingly on the domestic level. Prior to my 
involvement at the U. of T., I had been a middle-distance 
runner, and the use of steroids aren't very prevalent 
there. The common banned substance at use there is blood 
doping, and again, there is just general rumors about 
that. 

Dunning <wyet sme Pavan ReOh -TIACUSTOLeT:. thas a 
very strong anti-doping stance, and I was isolated in my 
activities there to the extent that I was working with U. 
Ose IW. athletes? and certainly banned substances wasn't a 
common issue at all. 

When I got to working at the national office 
of the CTFA in Ottawa in my position there and dealing 
with many of the elite level athletes, I became more 
exposed to the rumors that were floating around. 

OF I take it the rumors would be the same 
kinds of rumors we have heard testified to here, that is, 
that the use of performance-enhancing drugs, in particular 
steroids, were predominant in the throwing events? 

A. That's correct, yes. 

Oe, And also presumably you would have been 
party to the rumors that a number of elite sprinters were 


using steroids? 
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Pcs Yes. 
Q. In particular you would have been privy 
to the rumors about steroid use at the Scarboro Optimist

Q. Then I want to take you to January of 


1988, and did you attend a track meet, indoor, at the 
Ottawa Civic Centre in January of 1988?

Oz When you were at that track meet in 
Ottawa, did you make any particular observation about the 
appearance of any athlete or any athletes at that meet 
that gave you pause for further consideration on this 
issue? 

A. Yes. The leading athletes and the 
elite athletes in the Mazda Optimist Track Club appeared 
to have grown significantly, and there were, amidst the 
people attending that meet, I mean in the track 
fraternity, there were many observations to this extent, 
and I was a bit.-- I guess I was a bit. shocked and 
wouldn't believe it. I mean, the rumors and the 
suspicions were that all these athletes were using banned 


substances, whereas there had been suspicions for maybe, 
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you know, a number of years before, that several athletes 
were uSing the banned substances. 

Now the suspicions were that several more 
had become involved in the program, and having known some 
of these individuals and having worked with them as 
closely as I do in my time at the CTFA, I was quite 
disturbed to think that they were using, and in fact I 
refused to believe it at that time. 

Bye, Yes. When you attended the Ottawa 
track meet and made the observation that some of the 
Scarboro Optimist group had appeared to grow 


significantly, who do you have in mind there? 


A. I guess Mark McKoy was the outstanding 
example.

O° From what you said a moment ago, do I 
take it that up to that time, you had kind of, although 
you had heard the rumors and been party to some of the 
discussions and speculations, up to that time, you really

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A. I guess the way to put that was that 
there had never, in my experience and exposure to this 
whole subject, there had never been evidence to lead me to 
Say with confidence or suspect with confidence, but now I 
mean I had been there I guess 13 or 14 months at that time 
exposed to this environment, and at that time I was really 
getting some indications and having to face them.

had been administrating too great a dosage to Angella.

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then during the evening, David witnessed Angella, I 
believe she tied a world indoor record, tied, or I think 
it was tied, I don't -.think she broke it. 

And David was very, very upset because this 
was just startling proof of the effect that pharmacology 
could have in the sport. And he had always been faced in 
his event, in his particular event, with the use and abuse 
of banned substances by his competitors and to be faced 
with an incident like this where a doctor could come in 
and modify dosages, whatever, with an athlete and then see 
this athlete move from or progress from very poor 
performances - Angella did very, very poorly the previous 
week in Ottawa - to a world record level in one week was 
very, very shocking for him. 

Q. All right. And you used the more 
formal terminology of the rule book "banned substances". 

I take it there was no doubt in your mind that Steen was 
talking about steroids?

It's very dveficult for me to tell, but I was very aware 
that he did hold that position, and certainly since the 
time I've been at the CTFA, I was aware that Dr. Astaphan 
attended to those athletes.

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submitted to the CTFA in July, I believe, June or July, 
and the payments were made retroactive to May. 

O, And you were already asked by the 
Commissioner, but I just want to follow it up, whether or 
not it was any concern to you that the CTFA was involved 
in the administration of this contract with Dr. Astaphan, 
and you've said that it was a concern to you, and 
obviously it must have been a concern because monies over 
which the CTFA had a trust responsibility were being paid 
to a doctor whom you knew had been responsible for 
administering a steroid program to the Mazda group of 
athletes; am I right? 

A. That's correct, there was concern. 

OF Did you ever express that concern to 
anybody at the CTFA? | 

A. At the time that submission was made 
and approval granted, monies released, there had been a 
change in the presidency. Wilf Wedmann had left. Paul 
Dupre had assumed the position, and when I was -- when the 
submission was made to me by Ross Earl, I approved it and 
submitted that to Paul Dupre, and subsequently he approved 
it. I do not remember discussing with Paul the Steen 
THe Ceniterace ain) (SO 

THE COMMISSIONER: Excuse me. Just as a 


matter that when these applications are made, which I have 
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seen, for funds, you deal directly, I think, with the 
applicant? Mr. Ross Earl I think was acting --

Then is that submitted to somebody else for final 
approval, or have you got the authority to do that 
yourself?

0) -- a fresh ear, a person who has come 
in from outside, not directly associated, up until that 
moment in time, with the Canadian Track and Field 
Association. Did it ever occur to you to say look, Paul 
or "Mr. “Dupre y"you should ‘know that “f"ve got aconcern with 
this and there is a problem with this fellow, Astaphan? 

A. I don't remember that occurring to me, 
and I guess in hindsight my explanation would be that the 
incident of reporting to Wilf happened the ist of 
February. This issue regarding Astaphan came up six 
months later in July, and I must have been working under 
the impression that all of this was such general knowledge 
now in the community that it didn't seem -- and actual 
reporting, didn't seem to be, or it wouldn't accomplish 
anything. We had an anti-doping solution committee which 
one member was aware of that evidence, and they were 
Work) nom. — 

THE COMMISSIONER: That was Casey Wade? 

THE WITNESS: That's correct. They were 
working to Brercdae the program. Certainly all the 
rumors and other rumors and suspicions were around. I had 
attempted to do something with it within the organization, 


and it didn't seem -- well, that's the only way I can 
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explain what I did. 


There were other factors involved in the 


decision. It just wasn’t a blind affirmative to the 
request. We really were over a barrel at the CTFA. 
Firstly, we knew that Johnson -- or Astaphan had been 


Johnson's medical advisor for many years, and that if 
there were rumors about Johnson's use of banned 
substances, they didn't begin in January or July 1988. 
They would have gone on -- they'd been going on for 


several two or three years at least. 
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A. there was ia. fact: that,-dohnson —- or 
Astaphan had been Johnson's medical adviser and he would 
continue to be whether the CTFA released that money or 
nou. 

There was a fact that Astaphan was, to the 
best of my knowledge, spending a great, an extraordinary 
amount of time with Johnson which extended far beyond the 
administration of banned substances. Since Johnson's 
injury problems in the spring of '88, he had become 
extremely close to Astaphan. Astaphan, it was my 
understanding, had become the most influential, 
instrumental person in Johnson's training, in the 
preparation program. 

So *the dollar amount # tsedi05 10) 000120 0s2a 
month, didn't seem extraordinary for the lost time that 
Astaphan was incurring as indicated in the contract. 

I guess the last relevant fact was that 
Johnson was going to use Astaphan whether we approved or 
not. Johnson would pay Astaphan whether we approved or 
not. We were over the barrel to the extent that we were 
attempting to have all monies worked through the Athlete 
Reserve Fund. And if we didn't have a good justifiable 
reason to refuse the release of those monies, Johnson 
would just resort to not depositing all his monies in the 


Athlete Reserve Fund, I guess. 
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And if we -- the last thing there was always 
the element that we would be liable for legal action from 
Johnson if we didn't have a good reason for refusing the 
release of those monies. 

Ox You had a pretty good reason, however, 
Mr. Findlay, if you were to simply take the high road, as 
it were, and say we are not going to release funds from an 
Athlete Reserve Fund administered by the CTFA to pay for a 
doctor rendering services to athletes whom we know is 
including among those services anabolic steroids? 

A. We had no proof of that. We had a 
report from David Steen. In my mind, I testified that I 
was convinced, but we didn't have proof. 

If I wrote a letter to Johnson or Ross Earl 
and Astaphan and Charlie Francis and said we cannot 
release this money on suspicion that Dr. Astaphan is 
prescribing banned substances, the CTFA would be in very 
Serious Girt curry. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Not if Dave Steen 
repeated what he told you?

The issue came to my attention somehow, and 
I became aware that Rob Gray, on behalf of the other two 
athletes Dajia and Spiritoso, had been attempting to 
become restated by the CTFA, if I remember correctly. And 
there was some confusion at that time as to the correct 
process for appeal, as to whether it should be the OTFA or 
the CTFA Board that they should appeal to. 

About the time I became involved in the 
issue, the week prior to the CTFA meeting it was decided 
that, whether corrector not, the CIFraA skhoulda”facilitate 
their reinstatement. And my work at that point was to 
facilitate Rob Gray's representation of the three and 
submission of something at that Board meeting. 

oO; We have been through the details of the 
procedure on more than one occasion with more than one 
witness, I am not going to go through it yet another time 
except I wanted to ask you whether you did have occasion 
after your initial involvement in April of 1988 to discuss 
the matter in a telephone call or telephone calls with 
Peter Dajia? 

A. Yes. The next time I became involved 
was on June the 8th when I received several pieces of 
correspondence in the office to resume participation in 


this case. And I did contact either Peter or Rob Gray on 
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that day and for the remainder of the month I had, I 
believe, three conversations with Peter Dajia on the

issue, and one with Rob Gray, as well as a letter sent to 
Rob Gray. |

the month of June, in any of the telephone calls with 
Dajia, was there ever a time when he, Dajia, expressed 
dissatisfaction with the time that the process was taking? 

A. I think in all three of the 
conversations he did express dissatisfaction.

Certainly my recollection of the discussion 
wasethat ToHadoindicatedtto!Ccharlie+thaty as being the 
first event center within the CTFA structure, as it was 
being developed at that time, that he was going to be a 
model-type program, that it was very critical for us and 
the association and for himself to be sure that everything 
was working according to the rules and that everything was 
being abided by quite well. 

We talked about cooperation, and I had 
indicated to him chat cooperation was a two-way street, 
that I would certainly do everything we could to make sure 
that he got all the support and services necessary to make 
York Center successful; and in reverse, he wanted to make 
sure -- I wanted him to assure me that his athletes 


weren't going to be involved in any of these kinds of 
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substances and that he would do everything he could to 
make sure that the York program was going to become a 
success. 

Tesyoura Dike toe put. this ardittle’ bit. anto 
context, if I might, in another way, and that is, ih ot 
sure whether or not you or members of the public are aware 
that the York Center was the first center that we had 
established under the policies that were established in 
the CTFA at that time. Charlie was essentially the first 
full-time paid coach within the association, specializing 
in sprinting events and trying to provide for the best 
possible environment so that we could end up trying to 
produce world caliber athletes. 

This was a different and new approach within 
the Canadian Track and Field Association at the time. Up 
to that point in time, many of the coaches were still 
volunteers or were receiving some honorarium, and for us 
too take a very major step’ of putting’ a large amount of our 
resources into one coach, into one center, and beginning 
to focus on one or two events was very new for us. 

In 1981-82, we essentially were trying to 
compete with the rest of the world with one full-time 
coach, trying to develop a half a dozen or dozen sprinters 
in those few events at that time. 


By way of comparison, in 1981, the small 
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university of North Dakota from Grand Forks, North Dakota, 
a little town just south of us in Winnipeg, has a 
population of 25 or, 30,000. people; and, that university had 
two full-time coaches and several, you know, part-time 
coaches. So by way of example and trying to put this into 
some perspective at the time, Canadian track and field was 
trying to take on the world with one coach. The United 
States in its school system for decades has had many 
full-time coaches throughout most of its university system 
and program. The Soviets and the East Germans have had 
full-time coaches and specialized event centers and very 
clearly identified talent identification programs for-eat 
least since 1956 and maybe sooner, and here we were in 
1981-82 trying, to.get this ball rolling, with. the singular 
event center at York. In that context, because it was a 
very important program and beginning to put a 1b. Of OUE 
resources into that particular part of the program, it was 
important that the success of that center be effective. 

So in that context, we talked a lot about 
the kind of resources that were going to be necessary in 
terms of knowledge of the meets coming up, Knowledge of a 
variety of services, how would we be able to get massage 
and lot of kinds of backup support, et cetera, within that 
program. So we talked a lot about those kind of things. 


I put this, all this previous few minutes of 
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conversation to give you some perspective of where we were 
coming from at that time. 
O% Allright.” Weil, "lec me just *put to 
you what Mr. Francis says took place in the conversation. 
He said that after you had the meeting with 
Alexis Paul-MacDonald and after you had asked both Earl 
and him whether or not their group were using steroids,
